Ron, qsl on using a pipe to pound down ground rods - I've got one and it works 
great. 


Our ground rods in Calgary come with a bevelled tip at about a 45 degree 
angle. If you take a nut which has outside dimensions greater than the ground 
rod and an inside diameter less than the ground round and place it on the 
bevelled tip the rod will drive much faster. You give up the "earth 
splitting" capability of the bevelled tip in return for a hole which is 
slightly larger than the ground rod. The upshot is less drag on the shaft of 
the ground rod and hence much less effort and time to drive the rod in. The 
ground rod supplier told me about this trick; I was skeptical until I did 
tests with and without the nut placed over the bevelled tip; then I became a 
believer.

Bill, 


Based on some early tests, it would seem that a BFO setting that produces 
a 700-720 Hz audio tone is the optimum frequency that produces the 
loudest audio signal on a received signal. I tried today to take some 
more measurements on the optimum BFO frequency, but I ran out of time 
with other things to do so the results are inconclusive. Setting the BFO 
trimmer and taking accurate audio level readings is time consuming and a 
little difficult do to the behavior of the small trimmer cap. ;-) 


Once the desired signal is centered in the passband of the IF filter, the 
best BFO setting is dependent upon the audio passband of the succeeding 
audio stages. This adjustment can make a lot of difference in the 
performance of any rig, so it is worth taking some time to get it right. 


Each time I have tried adjusting the BFO to produce more or less than 
about a 700 Hz audio tone, I ended up with a somewhat lower audio output 
level. The TiCK sidetone seems to measure at about 601 Hz on my 
prototype. Setting the BFO so that it matches that frequency results in 
only a small reduction in received signal output, and it is probably 
insignificant for all practical purposes. The manual states on page 2 
that the passband of the audio filter/amplifier is centered around 700 
Hz, with a Q of 5 and a gain of approx. 30 db. This agrees with my 
observations. 


My preferred CW tone is also toward a little lower frequency, but so far 
I have adjusted OK to the slightly higher beat note. I tend to slightly 
change the received signal tone frequently to avoid fatigue, so it's not 
a big issue with me. I enjoy the sharp selectivity very much when the 
band is crowded with signals. It performed very well during the FYBO 
contest. 


The performance of the prototype I have, and the final kit is very good, 
with the opposite sideband suppression being excellent even on very 


strong signals. 


Observations from other NC20 owners on this subject or other operational 
observations are welcome. Your feedback is welcome.

Hi Kevin, Thought you might appreciate a brief report... 


Juli dropped me at FLL at 6:45 on her way to work. My 8:20 flight was 
postponed until 9:00 and finally cancelled. They booked me on a 10:00 
flight which finally got off the ground at 11:00. Will have to check 
with other airlines for future trips... 

Remember Bodie at Freeport Customs? Well, Friday I tangled with his 
supervisor who makes Bodie look like a pussycat!

Not only was my 
flight not cancelled this time, but even got off the ground ten minutes 
early. The pilot barreled into FLL and squeeled tires turning into the 
taxi way. Juli figured he had a hot date.. 


Rather than type all this twice, I'll CC this to my other DXpedition 
buddies and to FCG. I also need to post to QRP-L since I worked several 
of my QRP friends... Each call I recognized from QRP-L, I asked "QRP?", 
and all but one answered "Yes"...

When I put in an 8-ft copper clad ground rod many years ago, a friend 
lent me his home-made rod driver which consisted of a 2.5 or 3 foot length 
of very heavy pipe, probably 2 or 3 inches in diameter, with a cap welded 
over one end and handles welded on both sides.

This is called a fence pole driver and is available in most hardware 
stores. 


One company here in central Florida that does grounding for a living uses 
a pneumatic hammer (jack hammer) to drive rods. They use the steel core, 
copper covered rods that use a coupler to screw 8' lengths together and 
drive untill the ground resistance meets spec, usually <5 ohms by fall 

of potential method. 

These people often drive as much as 150' to 200' of rod to get a good 
ground. 


If you can install it, a single, deep ground is better for lightning 
protection than several shorter rods, mainly because you want the 
current to go deep as soon as possible so that it is not as likely 
to damage things on the surface. 

When you cannot drive a single rod deep enough (rock) then you need 
to use multiple rods. 


Connections in a ground system that are likely to carry any lightning 
current should be WELDED or BOLTED. Solder will vaporize instantly ina 
strike. 

All connections that are underground MUST be mechanical or welded. 

RF ground connections above ground can be soldered and may even help 
limit the amount of a lightning strike that gets to your equipment. 


The poor soil here does not protect things. Underground electrical 
services 
are often destroyed by lightning strikes. 


AEMC is one company that makes equipment for ground resistance testing and 
they also have a very nice booklet called "Understanding Ground Resistance 
Testing". They send me a copy for the asking.

They also have the book on their web page, go to 'technical' then to 
‘understanding ground resistance testing. ' 


The way to be sure about your ground is to measure it. 


Do NOT trust a cold water pipe as a ground. Pipes are routinely repaired 
with plastic connections that greatly reduce the grounding efficiency.

Why not just heat the heatsink with a heat gun or in the oven to expand it 
before slipping it on? Heat it to 150 Deg. in the oven for a half-hour & then 
use leather work gloves to place it on the transistor case. It'll be a solid 
fit as it cools & shouldn't do any damage to the transistor. That's the way 

we put the sinks on metal-cased parts at work for our testers that do 24-7 duty 
& it works great! It may take a little more time for really thick-finned sinks 
to expand enough for a slip fit, but they all do & it makes for a great joint 
once cooled.

MIke and Group, 


I'd agree that using the hydraulic method to drive a copper pipe into the 
ground is the easiest method. But you also are not as likely to have a 
good xearthed* ground because of it. 


All the material that would be compacted against the surface of a driven 
rod is washed away leaving voids along the length. The effectiveness of 
the ground in contact with the rod is reduced and the ground rod is less 
useful as a ground. Using a rod with a larger end to reduce the force 
required for driving also creates a less effective ground. Water company 
people use such a probe for finding pipes in the ground. The larger end 
keeps the rod from getting stuck -- i.e., no contact with the small 
diameter length of the probe rod. (Some material will move back against 
the rods but it won't be compacted against the surface.) 


The maximum effective contact with the material in the ground is why power 
companies specify that rods must be driven. If all you want is a length of 
rod down in the ground then the hydraulic method is good. If you want a 
good ground then drive the rod. Use the techniques mentioned by others to 
make measurements and compare driving methods.

I used something called a "Rotary Rasp". Home Depot, Builders Square...etc. 
have them. I put that on my cordless drill & set the Slip Clutch on the 
chuck for a very low force. Slowly I "milled" away, from both sides of the 
panel, enough material to get a nice fit. If I forced the drill a bit too 
hard and rasp would grab, the slip clutch kicked in--we all know what 
happens when a drilling tool grabs a piece of sheet metal--:-( OUCH! 


The rotary rasp left a nice clean hole, and is conical in shape so it can 
be used to make holes in any DIA. you need. 


>OK. So now I get to file a bit on the 10 turn pot lugs so it fits onto the 
>pc board 


I found that bending the lugs back about 30-45 Deg. and twisting them about 
135 Deg., allowed the Pot to fit the board and float around a bit. To get 
the front panel and controls centered nicely I: 


1. Mounted the RIT & Volume Pot. with out soldering them in and added the 
front panel, leaving the Pot mounting nuts very loose. 


2. Installed the top and bottom covers, this pulls every thing into 
alignment neatly. 


3. Snugged up the RIT, Vol. and 10 Turn Pot nuts. 


4. Turned the Rig upside down & removed the bottom cover. Leave the top 
cover on to keep things mechanically stable and aligned. 


5. Shifted the board around to center the front panel switches & soldered 
all pot lugs. 


Using this method I got everything to align & center quite nicely. 


BTW: The manual says that the 10-turn pot hole must be elongated to allow 
the 10 turn pot to fit. I did not find this to be necessary. My RIT pot had 
a fiber terminal mount that rested on the PC board. The resulting distance 
from the top of the PC board to the shaft centerline allowed the 10-T pot 


to fit with a circular hole. In fact, when I finished assembly as above, 
the Tune pot was off the board by a few 1000th's on an inch. 


Hope this is useful to some.

My two cents worth, from experience (seeing this is a popular thread 
lately). 


All of my Norcal kits came Priority mail as promised.... BUT.... 


I lived in Canada two years doing my postdoctoral work. I sent by USPS 
priority mail22 resumes 

out, only 8 ever made it to their respective receptors. I drove over the 
border into the US (about a 45 minute trip form Montreal) and in two drops 
mailed the resumes. Seems that NONE of one bunch ever got there. Of the 
second group, a majority (8 of about 12) got there. While finishing my 
thesis I priority mailed a copy of my completed thesis from Utica NY (home 
home) to Miami FL. It never got there. I had to drive off to the Greater 
Utica International Airport (joke) to the Fed Ex place and they got it 
there in one day. Economy, mind you (worth the price). Now in Omaha I sent 
a defective hard drive Priority Mail to California, right after UPS 
returned to work. Chose USPS until UPS got going full steam again 

after the strike. Never got there. 


I insured the drive, but it took well over 6 months to get my money from 
the postal service. In the meantime the item was discontinued. Fortunately 
I had enough $$ to go ahead and order one of the few remaining ones and 
wait for reimbursement September thru April!!!!). Seems they tried to 
deliver it on a weekend, no one was there, so they (supposedly) shipped it 
back to me). Well, it never showed. 


My experience-- I never had a problem with UPS except when they 
misdirected my electronic parts to Bellevue WA rather than Bellevue NE.

I live in an area where there is no "dirt," I have sand 
just like in a desert. I have lots of grasses, trees, 
etc. but no "dirt" or rocks. I can dig until my heart's 
content (attack) with no rock. (actually I have sandstone 
down about 15 feet.) 


I have 40-meter 1/4 wave and 80-meter 1/10 wave verticals. 
In order to get a decent ground I could not use the 
"standard" 8' rod. So what I did was dig out a square in 
the sand that is about two feet deep. Then I created a 
grid of 1/4" copper pipes directly under the ground mount 
for each vertical. There is a total of about 25 feet of 
pipe under each vertical in a square grid with sides about 
four feet long. I used a bunch of elbows and "T" connectors 
to make this grid. The connections are soldered with 
regular lead-free solder (95% tin, 5% antimony). You could 
use regular lead solder I suppose but it is hard to find 

in really thick gauge, and it took LOTS of solder on these 
connections. This grid is NOT in place of a radial system 
but sits right under it at the mount for the vertical. 

I still have thirty-two 1/4 wave (plus 5 percent) radials. 
Although the 80-meter radials are only about 30 feet long 


because of the shortened radiator. 
Hope this helps.

OK, I was able to come up with a NC-20. I promised not to reveal my source or 
the details - I just hope my oldest son is well taken care of and someday will 


understand. 


I have a problem with Section 5 - VFO. It doesn't work. Let me explain what 
I've seen and maybe someone can help. 


Q2 - J310 - appears to be pined (with the flat surface facing towards you) DSG 
(based on the traces). 


With no power applied there is a short between D & S of Q2 (from the reading I 
have done this looks correct). G is grounded - through R11 and all three wires 
on L1 and S on Q2 go to ground (through the ground on L1). 


With the power applied (13.5V) there is 8V at Q2-D and no other DC voltages 
anywhere else. Nothing at Q2-S (like the instructions say) so it appears that 
there is current at Q2-G but it doesn't appear to be oscillating as I have no 
AC at any point I can detect. 


Any help here would be great!!! 


One other thing I would like to LEARN. How does the circuit work. The way I 
think the circuit is should work is: 


Power is applied to Q2-D and passes through to Q2-S this then goes to L1 and 
the rest of the VFO which starts to oscillate sending AC to Q2-G. This then 
gets Q2 oscillating and gets old Q2 going and building and having a grand time 
rocking and rolling to old Elvis tunes all at around 5Mhz. All of this 
excitement builds up and is passed through C8 and the whole system starts 
rocking and a rolling.

I would place the pipe sections about 6 to 8 
inches apart, and then fill the open ends with silicon caulk until it oozes 
out by the wire. 


This would be attached to a 102-foot dipole made of uninsulated 14-guage 
house wire and be tuned to the appropriate band.

Why bother with the silicone caulk? Just leave the ends open; the water will 
run out. The caulk will add unneeded weight. Tie the wire to the pipe with a 
piece of #22 wire. 6 inches is a good width; I don't recall exactly, but I 
think 6" and #12 wire will give about 600 ohms. Maybe 4" would be better for 
#14 wire. Look in the ARRL Handbook or Antenna Book. 8" is too wide unless you 
need the higher impedance for some reason.

I used some 10 gauge insulated wire that work threw out, with some 
solid plastic spacers I made by notching into a V at the ends, then 
drilled a hole next to the ends for a wire tie that I have millions 
of.... 

The formula for the impedance is in the handbook, I had mine spaced 
about 3 inches apart. 

I used a solid plastic spacer so the snow and ice would not get inside 
the spacers.

Signal grounds are usually isolated everywhere except one place where they 
connect to the main ground. 


Noise grounds can simply be a large amount of conductor combined with a 
lossey dielectric so that all of the unwanted energy is turned into heat. 


Most hams don't need to worry about most of this. A good safety ground 
and a RF ground are fine, if they have unbalanced antennas then add the 
antenna ground. If you are trying to keep crypto systems secure, then

We had a direct 
strike and it blew apart the Cushcraft ARX-270B dual-band vertical on top 
and toasted a VHF/UHF wattmeter (it wasn't on the ground bus), but everthing 
else including all of the HF equipment survived. 


For an ***RF*x** ground: Radials ;)

<< In the case of mail order, if the company you are ordering from happens to 
have a distribution center in your state, they must collect sales tax from 
you, even if it's not a retail point, and even if it's not shipped from that

Actually, to be more precise it revolves around whether or not the company is 
"licensed to do business" in a particular state. This means whether or not it 
is actively involved in conducting business activities within a state (either 
retail, wholesale, or whatever). Usually, just having salesmen in a state 
does not rise to the level of a company needing to register as "doing 
business" in a state. It usually requires some kind of business location with 
employees, assets, etc. If they don't meet this test, they don't have to 
collect sales tax on a mail or phone order from that state since it is 
"interstate commerce". This has been well established law for some time and 
has been upheld by the U.S. Supreme Court (multiple times). But not all 
companies follow it. So, It usually pays to ask first whether or not they 
plan to charge you sales tax or not. Also, there is considerable speculation 
that Congress may change this rule some day soon. Lots of pressure to do so 
(and there has been such for a long time), but especially now due to the 
increase in interstate activity brought about by the internet. The magnitude 
of the internet will probably be sufficient to make this happen.

>What I propose to do is to cut some sections of 1/2-inch PVC pipe, 
probably 

>4 inches long. I would then drill holes 1/2 inch in from either side to 
>fit some 14-guage house wire. I would place the pipe sections about 6 to 
8 

>inches apart, and then fill the open ends with silicon caulk until it 
oozes 

>out by the wire. 


Well if you do make your own, skip the caulk. use a short lenght of 
smaller wire wrapped below and above the spreader to keep it in place. 
Another technique is to install a wire tie around the wire in the tube. 
Make should you get UV resistant wire ties. 


>This would be attached to a 102-foot dipole made of uninsulated 14-guage 
>house wire and be tuned to the appropriate band. 


Leave the insulation on, it will work just as well.

One advantage of the homebrew stuff is that ladder line is affected by 


moisture. I have a long run of ladder line feeding my dipole, and when it rains 
I have to retune the antenna tuner as it gets wetter and again as it dries out. 
I think this is worse on bands where the swr is high; the water probably affects 
the voltage nodes more. 


Next time I am thinking about snipping out large portions of the polyethylene 
before putting it up (the 'rungs' don't need to be so wide), and maybe waxing 
the stuff with some car wax to make it like a duck's back.

52-ohm resistor than he would the 50... (Sheepish :-) appended.) 


Most of you know, but the nearest "standard" resistor values would be 47 
or 56 ohms in 10% values, with 51 ohms available in a 5% value. 


I guess I had coax on my mind, or a little too much RF exposure. :-) I 
really do know better. :-)
